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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 12/30/2004 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The 1 12-second-paragraph against claim 1 and 102(e) rejections against claims 1 and 2 have 
been withdrawn. 

2. Applicants' cancellation to claims 1 and 2 is acknowledged. Claims 3-9 are newly added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3-9 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants arguments filed 12/30/2004 against cited prior art (US 2002/0017738) are 
persuasive. Miyajima to US '7738 at least neither teaches nor suggests simultaneously and 
individually applying equal pressure to all of second chip surface of a plurality of semiconductor 
chips in a resilient manner so that each the second chip surface is fully covered by a mold release 
film. 

Miyajima to US 6,770,3236 also does not teach or suggest the foregoing limitations. 
Therefore, the instant invention is neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the prior 
art of record.
